If  not  in  order  for  you  to  be  admitted  at  the 
moment  of  giving  the  alarm  at  the  inner  door,  (artd 
it  is  not  in  order  for  you  to  be  admitted  during  the 
Opening,    Closing    or    Initiatory   Ceremony),    the 

Senior  Beadle  will  answer  your  alarm  by  giving

Foresters,  and  when  the  S.C.R.  begins  the  funeral  address  they  will  form 
the  Arch  of  Steel  over  the  grave,  while  all  others  will  place  the  left  hand 
over  the  heart,  at  the  same  time  slightly  advancing  the  left  foot,  which  is 
the  "burial  attitude";  all  will  remain  in  the  positions  thus  assumed  until 
the  S.C.R.  has  finished  the  funeral  address.  

If  the  deceased  was  not  a  Royal  Forester  the  Pall-bearers  will,  instead 
of  forming  the  Arch  of  Steel,  each  close  all  the  fingers  of  the  right  hand 
over  the  thumb  except  the  index  finger,  raise  the  arm  so  as  to  form  a  right 
angle  at  the  elbow,  and  point  the  index  finger  heavenwards.  They  will 
remain  in  this  attitude  until  the  S.C.R.  has  finished  the  funeral  address. 
After  the  usual  religious  ceremonies  are  performed,  the  S.C.K.  or  acting 
S.C.R.,  who  stands  at  the  head  of  the  grave,  will  proceed  as  follows, 
using  the  feminine  form  whenever  necessary  if  burying  a  Companion:)

No  more  shall  we  gaze  on  the  genial  smile  of  our 
worthy  brother^  nor  clasp  his  hand  of  welcome ;  no 
more  respond  to  his  Forestric  signal,  nor  behold  him 
in  the  happy  circle  formed  in  Liberty,  Benevolence 
and  Concord.  The  throbbing  heart  that  beat  respon- 
sive to  the  claims  of  humanity,  the  noble  impulses 
that  inspired  his  energies,  and  the  earnest  tones  that 
pleaded  so  fervently  for  the  principles  of  our  noble 
Order,  all  are  hushed  and  silent  for  ever. 

May  these  mortal  remains  remind  us  of  our  own 
approaching  end,  and  serve  to  stimulate  us  to  greater 
works  of  benevolence  and  charity.
